Cotton Country 


Last year in the heart of Mis- 
sissippi’s cotton country 75 per 
cent of the crop was mechanical- 
ly picked compared with 65 per 
cent in 1959 and less than 10 
per cent in 1950. Delta planters 
used to say, when the machines 
were new, “The best cotton 
picker will always~be a pair of 
black hands.’’ They may still 
think so—especially if the hands 
could be paid a pittance. But 
they buy machines. 


Fach American 
worker, entering the plant where 
he or she is hired to operate a 
unit in the vast expanse of ma- 
chinery involved in production, 
represents a capital investment 
of $15,900. In some industries, of 
course, the per capita expendi- 
ture on equipment is much high- 
er. But the average is almost 
$16,000 per worker. 


_ The pioneers, on the westward 
journeys in search of new land, 
took with them an ax, a hoe, a 
plow and an oxen or so. Their 
ghosts must be startled today to 
see the machines on the modern 
American farm. 


The capital investment per 
farm worker in America today 
is well above that of the factory 
employe. It is a whopping $21,000 
per man. (The figure is much 
higher on the huge commercial 
farms.) The figure of $21,000 in- 
cludes the smaller farms where 
a tractor and its accessories are 
adequate for mechanization. 


Machinery 


As the number of farms de- 


clines the demand for machinery 
increases. Last year cotton-picker 
sales led the field. Now that the 
number of farms in the United 
States is down to about four mil- 
lion from 5.6 million in the last 
decade, sales of farm machinery 
are expected to set new records 
in 1961. There are perhaps a 
million subsistence-type farms 
which in the years ahead will 
either be abandoned to some 
other land use or- merged with 
larger acreages. As the total 
number is reduced, the average 
size increases. These will require 
more machines. 


Manufacturers of agricultural 
machinery have new products for 
1961. Ford has a new five-plow 
tractor with 7,000 pounds of 
drawbar pull. Motec Industries 
has a new hay baler with a pick- 
up capacity up to 10 tons an 
hour. J. I. Case is introducing a 
six-plow tractor using diesel or 
liquid propane fuel. Deere has 
new tractors and a self-propelled 
combine. Other companies also 
offer new equipment which cuts 
costs and reduces labor require- 
ments. Combined with these ad- 
vances are new fertilizers, de- 
foliants, hybrids, and techniques. 
Our fewer farmers produce 
larger surpluses. 


We tend to think of industry as 
offering the most revolutionary 
advances in mechanization. Not 
so. In 1936 one in every four 
Americans was a farm dweller. 
Today the farm population is 
less than 9 per cent of our popu- 
lation. 


In 20 years, production, from 
roughly the same number of 
acres, is up 50 per cent. Man- 
hour output has tripled.

Stronger NATO Is 
West's Greatest Hope 


President Kennedy and leaders of the 
Western alliance continue their policy re- 
appraisals this week with arrival of West 
German Chancellor Adenauer in Wash- 
ington. The meeting with Prime Minister 
Macmillan of Great Britain ended on a 
harmonious note Sunday although not 
much was disclosed about agreement on 
specific details. 

It is proper that the President and his 
advisers talk with both Macmillan and 
Adenauer before his forthcoming confer- 
ence with President de Gaulle of France. 
The British have been our most powerful 
and reliable ally. And the biggest Euro- 
pean problem is Germany’s future. De 
Gaulle disagrees with all of them on 
some aspects of NATO and Western 
policy. 

Not only is Washington worried about 
the military strength and cohesiveness of 
NATO but its economy as well. The split 
in Western Europe is between the six-na- 
tion Economic Community and the seven- 
nation European Free Trade Association 
led by Britain. The United States wants a 
working partnership between the two but 
not at the expense of further discrimina- 
tion against U.S. goods. 

Within the six-nation common mar- 
ket there is considerable rivalry for 
leadership between France and West 
Germany. De Gaulle believes that. West 
Europe should unite tightly as a “third 
force” under French leadership. 

Washington is firmly committed to a 
policy of strengthening the Western al- 
liance, represented by NATO, in all areas 
to counter Communist objectives. Some- 
how or other national interests must be 
reconciled to the greater goal of survival 
of Western society and freedom itself. 
President Kennedy recognizes that lead- 
ership in this must come from the United 
States and is moving rapidly to accept 
the challenge.

Georgia Can Do Better 
Than To Jail Children 


The case of the 10-year-old boy and 
his 14-year-old sister, neither of whom 
had committed a crime but were placed in 
the Miller County jail for more than two 
weeks, points up a horrible deficiency in 
Georgia. 

Putting children behind jail bars for 
lack of a better place to keep them is by 
no means a rare practice in Georgia. The 
Atlanta Citizens Crime Committee has re- 
ported that inadequate facilities for ju- 
veniles leads to the jailing of children in 
more than 150 counties. Nor are all of 
them delinquents. The only “crime” com- 
mitted by some is that of having no one 
to care for them. 

This points up the long existing need 
for area juivenile centers in Georgia, 
preferably one in each judicial circuit. 
They would not have to be elaborate. 
With costs divided between participating 
counties and with possible assistance from 
the state, the objective should not be an 
insurmountable hurdle.

There is ample evidence to show that some states’ ability to sup- 
port schooling for their children is far below that of ‘“‘richer’’ states. 
This is the favorite argument advanced by proponents of federal aid to 
education. Their claim that the opportunities for children every- 
where should be exactly equal has a humanistic ring—in theory. 


However, in practice this plea 
collapses. What is ignored is the 
proportional effort put forth. State 
averages show that the owner of 
a $10,000 house in Michigan pays 
$111 in local school taxes. The 
owner of a similar house in Ala- 
bama pays but $28. 

In a thorough study just com- 
pleted, the Southern states most 
frequently cited as doing their 
sacrificial utmost to provide prop- 
er education for their children 
rank far below the national aver- 
age. 

The average school district in 
the United States raises 92 cents 
in school taxes for every $100 of 
true property valuation. A school

We can take 
no overt part in it. Yet the facts 
are that it is as much our war 
as it is the anti-Castro, anti- 
Communist Cubans’. 

As the news reveals, it will not 
be a war of massed armies fight- 
ing to take and hold territory. It 
will be the most vicious of all 
wars—an inchoate, undirected, 
sprawling, creeping and crawling 
hit and run war of stealth.

Cuban counter revolutionaries 
could make but to turn them- 
selves into guerillas.

The only way ever to be 
strong is to find the right place 
to lean. ‘Jesus, lover of my 
soul, let .me hide myself in 
Thee.”’

If you 
really pray out of need, out of 
surrender, you are going to get 


an answer. God bids us to ex- 
pect an answer. 


If you really seek God's will 
for your life and for your world, 
you are going to get an answer.

Like the girls are supposed to 
say, I told Jim, “This is so sud- 
den.” ”’ 

It took another, and a personal, 
plea from Roosevelt to get the 
newsman away from a typewriter 
but Branch served Farley as sec- 
ond assistant postmaster general. 
His knowledge of airmail later 
made him chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. For 10 years 
Branch knew no boss other than 
the president. 

“I saw him a few days before 
he died. I can remember that he 
looked tired and was a sick man 
and showed it. ‘I’m going to 
Georgia, Harllee,’ he told me, ‘to 
see if I can get a little rest.’”’

discuss the condition called 
chronic inflammation of the 
urethra? Doctors don’t seem ‘to 


Doctors do discuss it, because 
it is fairly common among 
women. 


The urethra is the tube de 
scending from the urinary blad- 
der. If, for one reason or another, 
the tube becomes inflamed, the 
result can be (in varying degrees) 
the formation of scar tissue, or 
even a stricture or contraction of 
the tube at some point. 


The principal symptom is pain- 
ful urination. There may (or may 
not) be traces of blood or pus 
in the urine. Such traces can be 
so slight as to be detectable only 
by laboratory tests. 


As a generality, we can say the 
inflammation is caused by some 
germ. For that reason, it is worth 
the effort to try to identify (again 
by lab tests) the germ. Once this 
is done, it is possible to choose 
an antibiotic. 

I should warn you that some- 
times it is not possible to identi- 
fy the specific germ or cause of 
the trouble. It may be, for in- 
stance, that the germ has come 
and gone, and the scar tissue or 
stricture is all that remains. 
Hence, the sooner you get to the 
doctor with this sort of condition, 
the better the chance of identify- 
ing the germ and limiting the 
trouble before it becomes too 


However, if a stricture has de- 
veloped, treatment is available for 
that: periodic dilation of the 
urethra is frequently required.

Your doctor 
would be the best judge as to

Gedeon Hausner, Israeli attor- 
ney general, who is serving as 
chief prosecutor, rejected the 
challenge. 


ARGUES LEGALITY 


Servatius also argued that it 
was illegal to try Eichmann under 
a retroactive law. The law cov- 
ering Nazis and Nazi collabora- 
tors was passed by Israel in 1950, 
long after the deeds had been 
committed. 

Servatius said. 

Apparently the judge that Ser- 
vatius referred to was Justice 
Benjamin Halevy, who presided 
in a Nazi collaboration case four 
years ago. At that time Halvey 
said the collaborator had ‘‘sold 
his soul to the devil’’ in dealing 
with Eichmann. 


This comment, in the opinion of 
high Israeli officials, should have 
caused Halevy to disqualify him- 
self. Instead, Halevy, who has 
scamt regard for the opinion of 
politicians, appointed himself in 
his capacity as president of the 
Jerusalem District Court to sit on 
the tribunal. 


THIRD JUDGE 


Justice Izhak Ravel is the third 
judge sitting at Eichmann’s trial. 


The contention by Servatius 
that no Israeli court could be free 
of suspicion against Eivhmann 


to retort with some passion that 
judges capable of an objective 
attitude toward genocide would 
be hard to find. 


Hausner is a thin balding mild- 
mannered prosecutor whose nor- 
mal impact on a courtroom is 
that of an earnest, plodding, 
rather dull lawyer completely in- 
capable of fireworks.

All that concerned the court. he 
said, was the offenses set forth 
in the indictment.

ATTACKS STATEMENT 


Servatius attacked the credibili- 
ty of a statement signed by Ejich- 
mann after he was kidnaped. In 
this statement Eichmann said 
that ‘‘of my own free will” he 
was ready to travel to Israel and 
face “a court of judgment, an 
authorized court, of law.” 


Servatius said he would prove 
that this document was signed 
by Eichmann under duress.”’ It 
was therefore null and void, he 
held, and the authority of the court 
could not be based on it.

Dr. Steele, guest speaker at 
ceremonies in Sisters Chapel at 
Spelman, spoke of advances over 
the years in the public concep- 
tion of the Negro. 


“When this college was founded 
. there was a great doubt 
|whether Negroes were capable of 
receiving a high education at the 
college level,’ he said. “‘By and 
‘large there was little hope for 
‘educating Negro women.”’ 


'CAN’T ALL BE LEADERS 


But, he told the student body, 
“You have many opportunities 
today that were denied the past 
generation. And you should make 
some serious decision toward ac- 
cepting them,. and at the same 
time keep in mind we all cannot 
be leaders. 


‘Join the rank and file,”’ he 
concluded, “‘and carry the torch- 
light forward from where my 
generation left off.’

The nine of hearts was opened 
against the three no trump con- 
tract. East ducked and South won 
with the ten. Declarer’s first play FILTERS 
was the king of spades which 
East, perhaps unwisely, decided ACCO CO. 
to take. He then established the LIGGETT & MYERS _ 
heart suit by leading the ace and 
another. At this point it became 
mandatory to play West for the 
ace of diamonds, for if East had 
that card the contract was 
doomed. 
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MIRACLE TIP 


Declarer, therefore, mentally 
projected an end play against 
West who, having shown with only 
two hearts, was likely to be long 
in spades. He cashed his four 
clubs and queen and jack of 
spades. Then in the hope that 
West had the ten of spades, he 
played the three. East, however, 
showed up with fhat card and 
claimed the balance. 


Declarer’s plan had been well 
conceived, but we feel a finessing 
program in diamonds would have 
been a superior selection. The 
play to build up a diamond trick 
will work in a great number of 
cases. The contemplated attack 
will fail whenever West has all 
three honors, and it will fail when 
East has both the queen and ten, 
but in the other cases, which are 
considerably more frequent, it 
will succeed. 


The suggested play consists of 
leading the nine of diamonds 
from dummy. When East plays 
low, the nine is permitted to ride. 
If it forces the queen his troubles 
are over, but it loses to the ten 
and West gets out. On the next 
lead of diamonds, declarer in- 
tends to finesse against East's 
queen. When that card shows up, 
the day’s toil is ended.

“The basic scissors wardrobe 
should consist of a pair of bent- 
handle dressmaking shears, a 
pair of finishing scissors and a 
pair of pinking or scalloping 
shears,”’ she said. 


Scalloping shears have been 
on the market for three years 
but, according to Miss Brown, 
women in the South are not 
familiar with them yet. 


They differ from the pinking 
shears in that they cut scallops 
rather than peaks. ‘‘Scalloping 
shears are more ravel resistant 
than pinking shears because 
they cut deeper indentions and 
leave a rounded edge,’’ she said. 


HER GIFT IDEAS 


Miss Brown has been design- 
ing patterns for novelty sewing 
for a leading scissors manufac- 
turer and working with scissors 
for 10 years. She has originated 
many gift ideas like lounging 
slippers and sewing kits using 
the scalloping shears and felt. 

So many people think scissors 
and shears are the same, Miss 
Brown said, picking up a pair 
of each. “Basically shears 
measure six inches or more in 
length and have one small ring 
handle for the thumb and a 
larger handle for the fingers. 
Shears are used for cutting 
heavier fabrics,’’ she said. 

Scissors are made with ring 
handles of equal size and 
range in length from three to 
six inches. Use of these on a 
heavy fabric may spring them,” 
Miss Brown cautioned. 


Scissors or shears should be 
purchased like a pair of shoes. 
Decide on the purpose of the 
scissors and select the best 
pair for the job. 


PRECISION TOOLS 


: and closing 
several pair of the same kind 
until you find a pair that feels 
good to you. Scissors are pre- 
cision tools put together by 
hand and no two pair of the 
same type will feel the same 
to you,”’ she said. 


When your scissors have col- 
lected lint in the joint, Miss 
Brown recommends that an old 
dry tooth brush be used to re- 
move the lint and a drop of 
machine oil used to lubricate 
them. 


Here’s good news for seam- 
stresses who have tantrums 
when their scissors are snitched 
to cut out paper dolls. 


PAPER DOLLS? 


Cutting paper with a good 
pair of scissors or shears will 
not harm them. ‘‘They may be- 
come a little sticky on the 
blades after cutting paper, but 
this is just lint from the paper 
and can be removed by simply 
running your finger along the 
inside of the blade,” Miss 
Brown said. ‘‘The oil from your 
finger is good for the scissors.” 


If you’re not a seamstress, 
there is still a pai of scissors 
to meet your needs. Kitchen, 
poultry shears, lobster shears, 
flower shears (these cut a stem 
and hold it until released) and 
even nose scissors are just a 
few made today. 


Given tender, loving care, a 
good pair of scissors or shears 
will last a life time, Miss 
Brown said.

Two major mistakes that 
many women make when ap- 
plying cake make-up are: 1) 
not having the sponge wet 
enough when smoothing on the 
make-up, and 2) applying face 
powder while the skin is still 
moist. 

If your sponge is not wet 
enough the make-up will not 
spread on as evenly and as 
transparently as it should, and 
if you apply face powder to a 
moist surface, it will cake or 
build up on the damp portions 
of your face. 

The correct procedure is to 
apply cake make-up with a 
silk sponge that has been satu- 
rated in water. 

After smoothing on the initial 
application, turn the sponge 
over to the unused side and 
blend the make-up again. 


This will insure a softer, more 
natural looking complexion tone. 
Then, before applying your face 
powder, fold a few facial tis- 
sues, using them as a blotter, 
and ‘absorb all excess moisture.

State Publicity Director Reports Over 270,000 
Make Up Georgia Units, Parent-Teacher Group 


By BARBARA MILZ

Georgia's Parent-Teacher Association units now boast 270,710 
members, Mrs. Bernice McCullar, state publicity director for the 
PTA, said this week. 


There are now 1,070 PTA units in Georgia, and only two counties 
have no PTA unit within their confines. 


“A great many of those units are doing an increasing amount 
of good work in depth and dimension,”” Mrs. McCullar smiled 
proudly. 


SOME AWFUL 


But she admitted, ‘‘There are some units that are perfectly 
awful.” 


She didn't identify the latter units. 
ones they are,"’ she said 


On the good side, the PTA took a firm lead in sending out 
information and promoting discussions on the Sibley Report. In 
1958, about 75,000 parents participated in discussion groups on 
parenthood under the sponsorship of local PTA units. 


In Albany, PTA members made a deep and searching study 
of the reasons for teen-age marriages. 


“Right now, national PTA officials are looking at Georgia's 
health round-up program sponsored by the PTA,” she said. The 
national PTA health committee studied, and approved, the pilot 
health round-up project in Blakely, Ga. 

FINE PROGRAM 

And politicians are beginning to look at PTA members with an 
“The state PTA has an exceptionally fine 
legislative program,’ Mrs. McCullar said. She added, ‘But we 
won't stop there. Next year, we're planning a program with PTA 
focus on getting members to vote.

“We have the power to move mountains,” she said, ‘‘the PTA 


can come into its glory through such efforts.”’ 


While some PTA units act as study groups and resource units 
for their local schools, others fail miserably in their programs, 
she admitted. 


A case in point was one school principal who ran from his 
office pleading, ‘Please get that damned PTA off my neck!” 


His plight was understandable. The PTA was holding a school 
carnival, and a bossy president had him acting as errand boy for 
the women’s committee. 


“We all deplore PTAs that meddle,” Mrs. McCullar said. 
“The groups have no business moving into the professional area 
of schools, yet some try to tell the principal and superintendents 
how to run things.” 


SOCIOLOGICAL STUDY 

Programs she feels will assume importance for PTA growth 
here include studies on alcoholism, continued study of the teen- 
age marriage problem; voting and citizenship. 

She emphasized, ‘‘But one of the biggest PTA problems of all 
is boring meetings. There's little excuse for this, and it loses 
good members.” 


Mrs. McCullar said, ‘‘But now that more fathers are becoming 
interested in PTA, this boredom will have to be corrected. Men 
have less patience with boring things than women do.” 
SOLUTION FOR BOREDOM 

To persons frankly bored with PTA, she said, “Move in and 
show leadership yourself. If you're bored, it’s your fault for not 
doing something about it.” ' 

She said, ““‘The PTA wasn't designed to be a Santa Claus or 
a headquarters for school fairs and paper sales. It was planned 
to be a service to the children, the educators and community.”

4. Have your engine’s spark timing set to 
proper specifications. The spark timing de- 
termines whether your plugs fire at exactly 
the right instant.
